Building Begun by 
Lutherans 



The Holy Trinity Lutheran 
Church, of Narberth, has begun the 
construction of their church build- 
ing on their lot at the corner of 
Narberth and Woodbine avenues. 

The Council of the church, hav- 
ing satisfactorily settled the financial 
problems involved, have begun the 
erection of their building by the 
excavation of the basement. They 
propose to go forward at once to the 
placing of the stone work. 

It is planned to have the entire 
building finished by January, 1925. 
The church will not be a large one, 
but the committee intend to make it 
both chaste and beautiful, a credit 
to the Great Church of Our Lord 
and an ornament to the town. 

The history of the Lutheran 
Church in Narberth, Pa., is not 
lengthy : Started a little more than 
two years ago by Rev. Dr. S. D. 
Daugherty, mission superintendent, 
of Philadelphia, for the Lutheran 
Church, this newly organized con- 
gregation worshipped in the Com- 
munity Hall, paying the rental 
asked up to the present and expect 
to continue there until the complet- 
ing of their church edifice. Rev. 
Milton E. McLinn, the pastor, is 
diligent in his interest in the task. 
In asking the interest and sym- 
pathetic aid of the community, he 
says: 

"May the blessing of the Great 
God be upon us, to prosper us and 
enable us safely and successfully to 
accomplish this, to as, great and 
glorious undertaking, and we ask 
the loving and active co-operation 
of at least all the Lutherans of 
Narberth and vicinity."

Many Citizens Attend July 
Council Meeting 



Zoning, Street Paving and Community Building 
Among Important Topics 



Workmen Hurt. 
Two Of the Workmen engaged 
in the erection of the stores and 
apartments at Haverford and Nar- 
berth avenues were slightly hurt 
Tuesday when a big girder. collapse'ii 
while being Set. The more seriously 
injured of the two, who was badly 
cut and bruised, was sent to the 
Bryn Ma\yr Hospital. 



Council's meeting last Monday 
evening was the most important and 
the most largely attended of any 
regular session that has been held 
this year. The zoning ordinance, 
with a few clarifying amendments, 
was given its final passage, and two 
new ordinances for the Community 
Center and Street Improvement 
bond issues were introduced and 
given first reading. Interest in the 
street paving petitions caused an un- 
usually large attendance of specta- 
tors, which resulted in holding the 
session in the larger room at the 
rear of the fire station. 

Many citizens, who attended this 
meeting to show their interest in the 
street paving situation, had never 
previously witnessed a session of 
Council. For such citizens it was 
an interesting demonstration of not 
only the large amount of detail work 
which the Councilmen are compelled 
continually to scrutinize and pass 
upon, but also of the care which 
they exercise in an endeavor to draw 
successfully and tactfully the fine 
line which separates the community 
interests from the otherwise legiti- 
mate rights and desires of the in- 
dividual. This was particularly 
illustrated in the instance of Mr. 
B. G. Constantine's personal protest 
against the effect of the new zoning 
ordinance on his property at the 
corner of Grayling and Haverford 
avenues. 

When the petition for street pav- 
ing came up for consideration, 
Councilman Redifer wanted to 
know whether the petitioners did 
not desire to have the borough pay 
for a greater proportion of this im- 
provement than had been done by 
the borough on similar previous 
jobs. Mr. Redifer was also of the 
opinion that it was impossible for 
Council to ascertain, within the time 
available, what streets should be 
paved and the probable cost of do- 
ing the work. He further remarked 
that the petitioners for street paving 
ought to remember that it now costs 
three times more to do paving than 
it did when the borough paved the 
other streets. 

In response to Mr. Redifsr's ob- 
jections, Mr. Robert F. Wood was 
permitted to speak for the street 
petitioners. He said that the tax- 
payers living on unimproved streets 
did not wish the borough to do any- 
thing for them which it had not 
previously done for other citizens; 
that the petitioners had gladly left 
with Council the matter of deter- 
mining what streets should be paved 
and the cost thereof because it would 
be presumptuous for private citizens 
to seek to make any such determin- 
ation. Mr. Wood said that the 
street petitions contained 160 sig- 
natures and had been put in prin- 
cipally to indicate to Council the 
strong desire for street improve- 
ment on the part of a large number 
of voters and taxpayers, but that 
(here was no intention nor desire to 
dictate to Council concerning details 
and methods. 

Consideration of the street peti- 
tion was temporarily interrupted at 
this point in order to take up the 
community building petition for 
which Mr. T. Noel Butler was per- 
mitted to speak as chairman of the 
committee of 10. Mr. Butler briefly 
explained the circumstances which 
have developed the community 
building project to its present state. 
He pointed out that, in his opinion, 
this project has the support of all 
of the organizations in the borough 
and that if die $100,000 bond issue 
should be granted, the borough 
would then benefit to the extent of 
approximately $50,000, which Qtljer r 
wise might not become available for 
public purposes. Mr. Butler said 
that as, the street issue had been 
raised at this time, it was his opin- 
ion that the two projects should be 
merged into one bond issue and 
presented to the voters as one 
merged referendum on the ballot 
next November. 

Chairman Hall explained to 
Council the necessary steps whjch 
must be taken in connection . . with 
the two petitions for bond issue ref- 
erenda and that three different 
desire-ordinances had previously 
been prepared for consideration at 



this time. Another indication of the 
manner in which members of Coun- 
cil had made good advance prepar- 
ation for the questions which it was 
known would arise at this meeting, 
was revealed when Councilman 
Leitch, chairman of Streets and 
Sewers, introduced an estimate on 
the cost of paving the unimproved 
streets of the borough which he had 
procured recently from Street Com- 
missioner Suplee. This estimate, 
which covered in detail practically 
all of the unimproved streets of the 
borough, totalled about $53,000, but 
did not provide for all possible con- 
tingencies, with the result that it 
was the opinion that a bond issue 
of at least $75,000 should be author- 
ized, even though it might not be 
necessary to expend all of that sum. 

The question then arose as to the 
best manner of presenting the two 
questions to the people. Two 
courses were open — to pool the 
loans and vote on a Jjingle issue of 
$175,000, or to present the questions 
separately on the ballots. 

The problem had received careful 
consideration at the committee 
meeting of Council held the previous 
Wednesday at Elm Hall, at which 
time, no decision being reached, it 
was felt best to be prepared with 
both types of ordinance at the reg- 
ular meeting. 

In the meantime, Borough Soli- 
citor Fletcher W. Stites, who had 
been present at the committee meet- 
ing, turned the question over in his 
mind while on the boat bound for 
Vineyard Haven, Mass., where he 
is spending his vacation. The re- 
sults of that thought were incoq^or- 
ated into an official letter to Presi- 
dent Hall, which letter was read at 
Monday's meeting. 

Mr. Stites felt that to pool these 
two dissimilar loans on the ballot 
would result in some confusion, and 
would present legal difficulties of 
sufficient magnitude to cause a pos- 
sible taxpayers' suit should any 
resident desire to throw a monkey 
wrench into the machinery. He 
therefore advised the separate loans 

Council first took up the consider 
ation of a desire-ordinance by which 
a bond issue of $100,000 for the 
Community Center and another 
bond issue of $75,000 for street im- 
provements would have been merg- 
ed into one proposition for the 
ballots. This ordinance was de- 
feated. Councilmen Leitch and 
Henderson voting in favor, ancl 
Councilmen Redifer, Brown, Gris- 
wold and Hall voting against. 
Councilman Wentz was absent. 
Following this vote, two separate 
desire-ordinances, one for each bond 
issue proposition, were unanimously 
accepted and put through first read- 
ing. It was then nearly midnight 
and Council adjourned. 

At the close of the meeting 
the street petitioners who had re- 
mained to the end were, on the 
whole, pleased with the manner in 
which Council had bandied their pe- 
titions. Mr. Butler expressed his 
disappointment that the two bond 
issues had not been merged into one 
and said that he thought Council 
might have followed his recom- 
mendations for a merger if the 
street people had indicated their ap- 
proval of such a course. Mr. Wood 
said that the street petitioners had 
not been unwilling to see the two 
propositions merged but on the 
other hand they were satisfied to 
let them stay separate and therefore 
were glad to have Council decide 
the question as seemed to be best 
to the Councilmen. 
■.!■ In deciding to keep these two 
propositions separate, Council is 
sending them to the voters in the 
deafest and fairest way. The two 
propositions are really entirely un- 
related and it would have been un- 
fair to have deprived the people of 
Narberth of the opportunity to vote 
on each one clearly and separately. 
The sums of money involved ate so 
large that there should be no sug- 
gestion of endeavoring to compel the 
friends of one to vote for the other.

THE JAPANESE BEETLE 

Efforts by Authorities to Prevent 
Pest From Spreading. 

The Japanese beetle is about due 
to start its campaign against the 
foliage and plants of this section, 
and the United States Department 
of Agriculture is prepared to com- 
bat the pest. 

The Japanese beetle will eat al- 
most anything that is green and 
growing. It has been known to 
attack at least 212 different species 
of plants. Among those which it 
attacks Vigorously are the grape, 
the raspberry, the blackberry, the 
apple t the sweet cherry, corn, soy 
bean, red clover, Virginia creeper, 
rose, althea, hollyhock, the elm, oak, 
willow, maple and horse chestnut. 
It also attacks asparagus, sweet 
potato, lima and string beans, peas, 
the peach, the plum, the quince, 
alfalfa, the wild cherry, ferns and 
numberless other trees and plants. 

When the beetle appears, it will 
be full grown. The single beetles 
will live about six weeks. They 
will not all appear in June, but 
numbers will continue to come out 
<if the ground nil through the .sum- 
mer mouths. ( 'ne female will lay 
from 30 to 60 eggs. Beetles from 
the eggs will not be seen until next 
summer, but the grubs will carry 
on their destructive work in the 
ground. After hatching from the 
egg, the grub feeds on the roots of

This beetle has been known in 
Japan for many years, but has not 
been a serious menace there. It is 
believed that the insect is kept 
under reasonable control in Japan 
by the action of its natural ene- 
mies or by soil, cultural or cli- 
matic conditions peculiar to the 
country, or, as is more probable, 
by a combination of these several 
agencies. 

These natural enemies and 
other controlling conditions are 
not present in the United States. 
As a result, the beetle has devel- 
iped in prodigious ntfmbets here 
and has become a serious menace 
to the agriculture of this comrrtli- 
nity. As it continues to spread, 
it will become similarly dangerous 
on places more and more distant 
from Riverton. 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture is co-operating 
with the New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia, and most recently, the Dela- 
ware Departments of Agriculture 
n an attempt to control and ex- 
terminate the beetle. Sprays are 
being tried for trees and plants 
and also solutions which soak into 
the ground to kill the grub. Para- 
sites which are known to be nat- 
ural enemies of the beetle in its 
native home are being imported. 
At least one of these has become 
established in this country. 

The parasites which are being 
introduced are in no wise danger- 
ous to the production of crops in 
this country. Perhaps the great- 
est success has been attained by 
an emulsion of carbon bi-sulphide 
which was allowed to soak ihto 
the putting greens at RlVerton. It 
9 estimated that this killed from 
90 her cent, to 98 bet cent, bf the 
grubs underneath the greetta.

THE STREET PETITION 



Signed By More Than 180 Citizens 
of the Borough. 

The petition for street improve- 
ment contained 160 signatures at 
the time it was turned in at the 
meeting of the Council last Monday 
evening. Through some misunder- 
standing, the people on upper Gray- 
ling avenue did not get their copy 
of the petition in at that time, al- 
though they had secured 29 addi- 
tional signatures making a final 
total of 189. 

As a copy of the original petition 
was printed in "Our Town" two 
weeks ago, it should now be ex- 
plained that there was a misstate- 
ment of fact in that petition and it, 
therefore, was not presented to 
Council. A slightly different peti- 
tion, making the same principal re- 
quest, but eliminating any con- 
troversial reference to gutters and 
curbs, was used and is the one 
which is now on file with Council. 

This change in the petition should 
be clearly understood by all resi- 
dents of the borough, both those 
living on unpaved streets and those 
who are more fortunate in their 
residence locations. The original 
petition would have implied that the 
petitioners expected the borough to 
pay for gutters and curbs out of 
public funds. It is reliably stated 
that the borough has never paid for 
gutters and curbs on any street. 
Therefore, the present petitioners 
were willing to modify their peti- 
tion because they do not want nor 
expect the borough to provide any- 
thing more for their streets out of 
public funds than has previously 
been provided for other streets. 

GORED B Y PRI ZE BULL 

Narberth Herdsman Escapes When 
Assistant Distracts Animal. 

Gored by a prize bull at Penshurst 
Farms, Narberth, as he was at- 
tempting to lead the animal to 
pasture, Arthur Yonker, a herds- 
man, was saved from death Sunday, 
when his assistant leaped to his 
rescue. Yonker was taken to 
Bryn Mawr Hospital, where he is 
suffering from a punctured right 
lung and several fractured ribs. 

Yonker and his assistant, John 
Barrow, entered the small enclosure 
where two prize bulls were penned, 
to lead them to the feeding barn. 
Barrow took one of the animals out 
leaving Yonker with the other. As 
Yonker reached for the bull's nose 
ring, the animal rushed him, gor- 
ing him in the side and armpit, 
tossing him over his flank and 
crashing him against the barn door 
where he lay half stunned. 

As the bull turned to attack 
Yonker the second time, Barrow 
rushed into the enclosure, distract- 
ing the bull's attention to himself. 
The bull turned to Barrow, who 
leaped over the gate to safety. In 
the meanwhile Yonker dragged 
himself inside the stable and fast- 
ened the door, where he was found 
unconscious from loss of blood. 

Dr. E. S. Deubler, superintend- 
ent, stated yesterday that Yonker 
was well on the road to recovery. 
The bull has always been tractable, 
and its sudden temper is unex- 
plained.
